A composite of reports depicts 
Tokio and Yokohama as _ shattered 
wildernensses of mortar, bricks and 
stone where once stood some of the 
stateliest structures in the empire. 

Dead and dying are on every hand. 
Survivors who can grope their way 
through the fire and smoke and rub- 
bish are leaving the city. 

Those who still live are threatened 
with starvation.

GOVERNMENT HAS 
LEAD IN IRISH 
ELECTIONS NOW 


Latest Returns Give the Government 
33 Seats and the Republicans 20. 


Dublin, August 30.—Compilation of 
the returns from the parliamentary 
elections up to noon today gave the 
government 33 seats, the Republicans 
20, the Laborites 7, Farmers 8, and 
Independents 9. EKighty-two seats 
remained undeclared. Wexford re- 
turned two Republicans against one 
each for the government, Labor and 
Farmers. Cork city returned two 
government and two business candi- 
dates, and Mary MacSwiney, Republi- 
can. Miss MacSwiney is the (fifth 
woman to be declared elected, ‘four 
of them being Republicans. 

The election count for the North 
City was completed at 4 o'clock this 
morning, adding two seats to the 
Republicans’ total. These victorious 
candidates werg John O'Kelly, former 
Ginn Fein representative in Paris, 
and now in an internment camp, and 
A. O'Malley, one of de Valera’s bést 
fighters. He also is in jail. 

William Hewat, a leading Dublin 
coal merchant, wag elected as a rep- 
resentative of the ‘business interests. 
P. T. Daly, one of the Larkin candi- 
dates, was defeated, while the regu- 
lar Labor candidate, Alderinan 
O'Brien, who sat in the last Dail, 
also failed to get a seat. 

In this constituency of eight mem- 
bers, the government won four seats. 


The returns for Dublin county 
have also been completed. Johnston, 
a Labor leader, obtained his quota 
on the sixteenth count. The last 
three seats were gained by: John 
Jood, a leading Unionist contractor; 
Major Bryan Cooper, Independent;

WHAT IS A NEWSPAPER? 


Fred Turnbull Gives Interesting 
Address at Rotary Club 


‘At the Friday meeting of the ‘Rotary 
Ciub, Fred Turnbull, of the Advoca'e 
office, gave a splendid address on the 
above subject: ‘ 

A newspaper has been described, he 
said, as a daily or weekly paper con- 
taining news or intelligence of past, 
current or coming events, together 
with comment, criticism or discussion 
by editors or contributors. 

‘he newspaner has its origin in the 
Roman Bulletins, several centuries 
before the Christian era. One of 
these recorded incidents relating to 
the progress of the army, another 
reported discussions of the Senate, 
and a third conformed more nearly to 
the true newspaper and gave a regis- 
try of the births, deaths and festivals, 
told of matters relating to the imper- 
ial court and contained some general 
news. These Bulletins were puwblish- 
ed by being posted up in a_ public 
place, where they might be read. 

There is great room for the play of 
imagination as to the graphic story 
which the modern reporter might 
have made of the murder of Caesar, 
the oration of Mark Antony, the great 
audiences assembled in the old 
Coliseum, the death of Brutus, the 
life and death struggle between gladi- 
ators, or the unfortunate fate of a 
poor victim in the cruel onslaught of 
a beast of prey. 

The first journal printed in the 
world was the Pekin Gazette, which 
was started in 1340,and is still being 
issued. It is in the form of a pam- 
phlet, of thirty or forty pages, with 
a colored cover paper and printed 
from wooden type. The Chinese 
had a very early system by which 
they cut the characters out in a solid 
page on a wooden block or some: 
times moulded them in tile or brick. 
This page wooden block was the 
primitive system in Europe as well. 

It was not until after Johannes 
Gutenberg’s invention in the year 
1450, of the system of printing from 
individual letters of the alphabet, 
that the art of printing received its 
first real impetus. By this means the 
type could be used in combinations to 
form different words necessary to 
make-yip a page and could be dis- 
tributed and used over and _ over 
again for succeeding pages. 

The Mazarin Bible, printed between 
the years 1450 and 1455 in Mayence, 
Germany, was the first book printed 
from movable types. 

Gutenberg’s invention, simple as it 
seems now, is classed as one of the 
greatest in history. It is impossible 
to realize how far civilization would 
have ‘been retarded but for the 
universal spread of Hterature which 
this simple invention, and _ others 
which followed, made possible. 

William Caxton was the first Eng- 
lish printer, and the first English book 
printed by him appeared in 1474. 
Among the notable works he printed 
were Chaucer’s Canterbury Tales an4 
Aesop's Fables. The type used was 
so much ike the writing of the time 
that many of his works were mistak- 
en for manuscript. 

Towards the close of the 15th cen- 
tury, soon after the invention of print- 
ing, small printed news sheets began 
to appear in Europe, and told, among 
other things, of the discovery of 
America. A monthly published in 
Venice in 1562 was sold for a small 
coin called a “Gazetta,” hence Ga- 
zette, which came to be the popular 
name for the modern newspaper. 

The first London daily, called “The 
Courant,” was published in 1709. 
The London Times commenced in 1785 
under the name of the Universal 
Daily Register, and in 1788 the name 
was changed to The Times. 

The first paper in Canada, called 
the Halifax Gazette, was published in 
1752. 

The demand for newspapers has_ be- 
come so great that there are now 
more than 60,000 publications in the 
world. More than half of these are 
in the English language. 

Improved Methods 


In type-setting there was no im- 
provement as to speed over Guten- 
berg’s method of setting individual 
letters by hand for over 400 years. 
Though inventors had been at work

trying to perfect typesetting machines 
asearly as 1822, it was not until 1885 
that Ottmar ‘Mergenthaler, of Phila- 
delphia, perfected the Linotype. ‘As 
the name of the machine indicates, in- 
stead of printing individual letters, it 
makes a solid ilne of type, and the 
capacity of this machine will equal 
the production of five hand composi- 
tors. 

Demand for larger Papers” and 
growth of circulation made necessary 
‘ne invention of fast presses of great- 
er capacity. Gutenberg’s press was a 
very crude affair, but it did the work 
well and there was no improvement 
for 50 years. John Rust made the 
final improvement in hand press in 
1827 in the Washington hand press. 
From it about 250 sheets, printed’ on 
one side, could be turned out in an 
hour. The Hoe company finally de- 
veloped a system by which the type, 
instead of printing from a flat bed, 
was held in curved form to fit cylin- 
ders, Then followed the discovery 
of stereotyping and the invention of 
a press to take the paper from the 
rolls, print as many pages as requir- 
ed, cut the paper into pages, pasie, 
fold, deliver and count them at the 
rate of 600 per minute. 

A number of factors outside the 
newspaper office have contributed to 
the modern newspaper's efficiency. 
As a result of the discovery, construc- 
tion and operation of the telegraph 
and cable, and the formation of news 
gathering organizations wi:h wide. 
spread ramifications, events in one 
part of the world are flashed to every 
other part and given to the public to 
read almost as soon as they occur. 

The telephone has facilitated the 
collection of local and district news, 
which is the most important of all 
news everywhere. This is true, no 
matter how large the centre of publi- 
cation. The people are interested 
in their home news more than in that 
elsewhere. In London and New York 
this is true just as much as it is in 
Red Deer. 

Generally speaking, there are three 
departments in every well regulated 
daily newspaper—the mechanical, the 
business and the editorial. 

In the first, expensive, up-to-date 
equipment and skilled workmen are 
required to produce an attractive 
paper. 

In the second, there must be agegres- 
sive work to find the revenue to meet 
the cost of publishing, and the rev- 
enue is available only through two 
sources—circulation and advertising. 

Both these departments are highly 
important and must be efficient to en- 
Sure ‘success, ‘but after all they are 
but secondary to the preparation and 
presentation of the news and editor 
ial which is the real mission of the 
paper. The first duty of a newspaper 
is to get the earliest news, to get all 
the news of value and present it truth- 
fully. 

The editor of a newspaper must not 
only be well informed, but fair and 
high-minded. Speaking to ‘hundreds 
of readers, who are more or less _in- 
fluenced by his views, he should 
realize that he has a great responsi- 
bility, which should be exercised al- 
ways for the betterment of the com- 
munity which he serves. 

While revenue is necessary to carrv 
on a paper, it is more likely than 
otherwise to be attracted to a paper 
which aims to perform its true func- 
tions of giving all the news accurate- 
ly and acts as a wise exponent 0? 
public opinion. They are the raal 
reasons for its existence. 


Tribune, Published in Chicago 


Owns 500 square miles of forests 
in Labrador. 

Employs close to 500 men in 
winter months getting out logs.

million and u half clippings, 300,000 
photographs, and 30,000 engravings. 

The different departments, such as 
legal, medical, care of the baby, etc., 
received a million letters from read- 
ers in 1922, and the classifled ad. 
department handled over 3,000,000 let- 
ters—replles to advertisements. 

The Tribune ‘has 36 foreign corres- 
pondents, most of them on a straight 
salary, and their telegraph and cable 
tolls would run well over $100,000 in 
a year, 

The Local Newspaper 

The local newspaper provides a! 
means‘of keeping the many interests 
of the town closely identified with | 
the life of the surrounding rural dis- | 
trict. dt is a great factor in estab- 
lishing community interest between 
the people of the town and the peo- 
ple of the district, without which it 
would be impossible to create and 
maintain that intangible ‘something 
called public opinion whch energizes 
and gives momentum to worth while 
movements, enabling them to accom- 
plish the purpose for which they are 
launched. 

The task and opportunity of the 
local newspaper is to give the news 
of the institutions, movements and 
people of the community; to create 
and maintaina wholesome community 
spirit; and to co-operate in providing 
leadership and direction in commun- 
ity work. 

Possibly no other medium, with the 
exception of the public school, can do 
such effective work in breaking down 
the artificial barriers created by rac- 
fal and religious differences, and in 
uniting the diverse elements of our 
population into a common whole. 

The local newspaper can usually be 
trusted to stand up for the rights 
and privileges of the people whom it 
serves and to expose the efforts of 
those who seek undue advantages. 

The first paper established in Red 
Deer was called the Red Deer Echo, 
and was established in 1903 by Orville 
Fleming, a son of Geo. Fleming, of 
Penhold. 

A year or two later the paper be- 
came the property of the late John T. 
Moore, and the name was changed to 
the Alberta Advocate. 

Several different parties ran it for 
Mr. Moore until 1905, when the late 
John R. Cowell purchased it from Mr. 
Moore and ran it until 1906, when he 
sold to Mr. Gabbraith, who changed 
the name to the Red Deer Advocate. 

The Red Deer News was establish- 
ed by Senator Michener and Mr. 
Love in 1905, and in 1906 it was pur- 
chased by John Carswell, and it has 
been well and ably conducted by him 
since. 

Red Deer has been indeed fortunate 
in the type of men who have conduct- 
ed her newspapers. Being both 
clean, sound, progressive citizens, 
they have always stood for what is 
best in community life; both have 
given unstinted service in the up- 
building of the town and district, and 
while they may have had differences 
of opinion as to policies, they have 
always been close personal friends, 
and the co-operation that has existed 
between the Red Deer papers’ has 
been one of the outstanding 
features of weekly newspaper life in 
the Dominion, and only this year in 
Halifax I heard it remarked on. 

Red Deer has no reason to apologize 
for her newspapers. I have no hesi- 
tation in saying that they are two of 


the best and cleanest weeklies in 
Western Canada, and no town in 
Canada of like size has two such 


papers. 
The local newspapers give employ: 
ment to eight married men and two 


single men, and they pay out over 
$20,000 a year in wages. The help 
they employ also give a lot of 


community service. 

The efforts of the Red Deer papers 
to cover the news of the district, as 
well as of the town, has developed 
agood will toward the town and its 
people that is not prevalent in many 
other districts. The newspapers 
have tried to make the residents of 
the surrounding country feel that the 
Red Deer papers are also their 
papers. And I think I am safe in 
saying that as a medium of communi- 
cation ‘between town and country the 
locat newspapers are making good. 

Fewer But Better Papers 

I believe the tendency of the future 
will be towards fewer but better 
papers. 

A few years ago Montreal had six 
English dailies and Toronto had the 
same number. Now Montreal has only 
three and Toronto four. 


A number of smaller dailies and 
weeklies have disappeared by ab- 
sorption, cessation or have ‘been 


transplanted to more promising scen- 
es. 

The explanation is mostly found in 
the growing cost of production. 

There was a time when every little 
town of 1,000 had its pair of weeklies, 
each'the avowed champion of one of 
the two great political parties, and 
each defending the faith by helabor- 
ing the other in approved fashion. 
And this condition persisted right up 
the scale. 

Today, irrespective of political or 
editorial views, there are few excep- 
tions to the rule of fair and impartial 
presentation of news. There. is, 
therefore, little to fear because of 
the gradual reduction in the number 
of newspapers serving any given area. 
On the contrary, one prosperous pub- 
lication, assured of a patronage which 
makes it independent of all outside 
influences and enables it tc provide 
good news facilities, able business and 
editorial administration and modern 
mechanical equipment, is a much 
more valuable asset to a community 
than two or three struggling, starv- 
ing, nondescript newspapers could 
possibly be.

We published editorial the

Simce then we have been 
of 
cases which show how badly such or- 
ganization is needed. A citizen of 


Red Deer told us that half a dozen 
men turned up at his office the other 
day and said that they had come out 
from Britain by the harvesters’ ex- 
cursion, had reached Winnipeg and 
been sent on from there with instruc- 
tions to report to the Land Office in 
Red Deer. On arriving in Red Deer 
they found that the Land Office had 
been closed for a year or so. Other 
eases we have heard of where men 
have been sent blindly into jobs for 
which they had no possible qualifica- 
tion, and in which they have natur- 
ally failed. There is surely no need 
for this. No doubt many men have 
‘been placed quickly and satisfaciorily 
in harvest work, and have done ex¢el- 
lently, and no doubt also it is diffi- 
cult to organize perfectly at com. 
paratively short notice for such a 
harvest as is now in progress, but at 
the same time the facts of these un- 
fortunate cases should be noted with 
a view to the prevention of their re- 
currence. At least the different gov- 
ernment agencies should be in suffi- 
cient touch with one another to know 
whether or not government offices x- 
(st in any town or district. We shouid 
also like to know who was responsible 
for giving these harvesters the im- 
pression which many of them seem to 
have that whenever they reached the 
end of their journey, they would ob- 
tain employment, with the result that 
they have been found actually penni- 
less and hungry on the streets of our 
cities. Here is bad staff work or the 
old story of unreliable emigration 
agents who think more of getting 
people to book passages than of the 
welfare of those people when they 
have finished their journey. As in 
the case of the Hebridean immigrants 
this spring, it is likely that the cases 
of hardship are few compared with 
those of success, and we hear a great 
deal about the former and very little 
about the latter, but even so there is 
4 room for improvement along che lines 
aie which we suggested in our recent 
oie article.

THE KENYA QUESTION 
AND THE EMPIRE 


To the majority of Canadians the 
Kenya question has no meaning 
whatever. They have probably never 
heard of Kenya or of any question 
concerning it. Yet to at least one 
province of Canada, British Columbia, 
and therefore rightly to all Canada, 
the Kenya question is an exceedingly 
important one. Put shortly, this 
question arose out of the immigration 
of Hindoos and other natives of India 
futo Kenya, which is the new name 
given since the war to what used to 
be called British East Africa. The 
Indians have claimed not only unre- 
stricted immigration into the colony, 
but also when in it the franchise on 
an equal footing with Europeans. The 
colony is still a Crown Colony, ‘but 
the white settlers have been agitating 
for responsible government with an 
elected majority in the legislature. 
They have also been strenousuly op- 
posing the Indian claims. The ground 
of their opposition is this. Kenya is 
an African colony, and the vast ma- 
jority of its inhabitants are African 
natives hardly beginning to emerge 
from primitive savagery and quite un-' 
fit to govern themselves, or to exer- 
cise the franchise. 


There is a very 
small European population, and the 


climate is such that only a portion of 
it, the Highlands, is fit for permanent 
European settlement. If Indians are 
allowed into the country without re- 
striction as to numbers or the place 
of their settlement, they will swiftly 
outnumber the Europeans, and tend 
to crowd them out of the only area fit; 
for European settlement. Further, if 
these Inndians are given the franchise 
on unlimited terms, they will at once 
outvote the Europeans, and the effec- 
tive political power will fall into 
their hands. There will then be a 
country in which the majority of the 
people are native Africans unfit as 
yet to govern themselves. There will 
be a minority of Indians holding poli- 
tical power although they are only 
gust beginning to come within sight 
of fitness for self-government and are 
certainly quite unfit to govern masses 
of Africans, just as they are unable 
to conquer them, if it came to force. 
Finally, there will be a small number 
of Europeans belonging to the real 
ruling race who have conquered the 
country and whose presige, moral ast 
well as military, alone holds the 
natives in check, Yet these Muropeans

suaded, argued or threatened the 
British government into conceding 
them absolute equality in Kenya, 


they would have used this fact as an 
argument for obtaining entry on 
equal terms with white Europeans 
into any other part of the Enipire, in- 
cluding Australia and Canada. It is 
at this point that the question hecom- 
es of vital interest for us. Like Aus- 
tralia, Canada and especially British 
Columbia, does not intend to allow 
masses of Asiatics to settle here and 
create a difficult race problem. Yet 
it is not possible to refuse admission 
without expressly or tacitly telling 
the Indians that they are not consid- 
ered the equals of all sorts of Europ- 
ean races, and naturally the Indians 
will bitterly resent the Canadian atti- 
tude, and the slur that is thereby im- 
posed on them. 

Here lies a crucial problem for the 
Empire to solves, needing for its solu- 
tion all the diplomacy moderation, 
and in the last instance the firmness 
of the different authorities and gov- 
ernments throughout the Empire. 
Perhaps it is not soluble. Perhaps 
it will have to be recognized that 
there is an unbridgeable gulf between 
the component parts of the Empire. 
It is absurd to expect Indians to be 
friendly to other peoples in the Em- 
pire who say to them flatly that they 
will not have them in their country. 
It is likewise unreasonable to expect 
the white races of the Empire to re- 
ceive as equals in status people 
wpose customs and standards differ 
radically from those of such white 
races. It is possible that in time the 
Indian can give such proofs of ad- 
vancement in all that the white races 
recognize as civilization as to make 
their claim to treatment as equals 
undeniable in justice. Then the 
question may take on a different 
form, and may have to be recognized 
as simply a matter of the white races 
wanting the whole of their countries 
for themselves, while also claiming 
enry into the Indians’ country as 
well. If so, there can hardly be any 
settlement except by force. 

In the meantinfe the British govern- 
ment has come to what seems like a 
wise decision in regard to Kenya. It 
has not granted responsible govern- 
mennt. The legislature of the coun- 
try will still have an official appointed 
majority, but the European settlers 
will have eleven elected representativ- 
es in it, the Indians five, and the 
Arabs one. In this way all sections 
will be able to have their interests 
represented or their views expressed 


(it is assumed that the officials in 
the legislature will make it their 
business to protect the interests of 
the African natives who are not yet 
fit for the franchise), while the essen- 
tial fact of the British as the ruling 
and controlling race is still given 
effect to. The decision will not put 
an end to the question, but it will 
possibly provide a working arrange- 
ment for the time being.

CANADIAN FRUIT. 
ON EXHIBITION 
IN ENGLAND 


The Imperfal Fruit Show, which is 
to be held in Manchester, England, at 
the end of October and the early days 
of November, has special significance 
for Canada this year. The British 
apple crop will be light, while Cana- 
da will have a fine lot of fruit to dis- 
pose of. Canadian frult is to be 
well represented at this Show, not 
only in the competitive Overseas Sec- 
tion, but the Fruit Branch of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
will make a display that wil be of 
special significance. Fruit inspectors 
of the Department, it is reported, by 
the Fruit’ Commissioner, are at pres- 
ent look’ng over commercial orchards 
in the different parts of Canada with 
a view to locating the sources of the 
samples that are to be displayed. The 
Branch will have an imposing booth, 
which will contain pictorial and other 
representations of the Canadian fruit 
industry. From the standpoint of the 
overseas apple grower, Canada is giv- 
en special consideration, as the Board 
of judges will contain) a Canadian 
representative who will be nominated 
by the Fruit Commissioner. The

CURING AND 
KEEPING ONIONS © 


FOR HOME USE 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


Upon proper curing depends to a 
Great extent the keeping qualities of 
onions, and it is safe to state that 
unless there {s uniformity im the 
maturity of the crop all the ‘bulbs can- 
not be properly cured Ito keep for any 
length of time. When the onion tops 
begin to lop over and wither, this is a 
sign that the bulbs have reached the 
extent of their development. How- 
ever, all the plants may not, as is 
often the case, ripen off themselves, 
but an occasional one stand erect in 
the patch. When plants show this 
character it is necessary to bend the 
tops down so as to hasten the ripen- 
ing process. There are several com- 
mon causes to which unevenness may 
be attributed; land that has been re- 
cently broken up from sod, very 
moist ‘soil, and where green manure 


The tops of the plants being from 
half to two-thirds withered, the bulbs 
should be pulled and left on the 
ground to complete withering, or if 
weather conditions are unfavourable it 
is better to remove the crop to an 
open shed where the bulbs can be 
spread thinly onthe floor to dry; or if 
slatted trays are available, the 
ing process can be carried out 
more satisfactorily, because of the 
freedom of air circulation. The tops 
should be removed when the onions 
are thoroughly dry, which will re- 
quire about two weeks time to accom- 
plish. When drying has been com- 
pleted, remove the tops, using a 
knife, and cut at least a‘half inch from 
the ‘bulbs.

and wet weather occurs, the bulbs are 
Wable to start second growth, which 
means a heavy loss, because once 
started, it is impossible to 
thelr development in any way. 

Storing the bulbs away for winter 
in a frost proof dark-room where the

ature maintained around 40 degrees

ter the crop has ‘been carefully clean- 
ed, selected and thoroughly dried, the 
bulbs may be placed in slatted crates 
which can ‘be piled up in tiers. A 
very convenient size of crate fs 6 
inches deep by 14 imche® wide by 28 
inches. long, all inside measurements.

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ROGKY MOUNTAIN HOUSE FAIR 
WAS VERY SUGGESSFUL 


The Entry List and Attendance Compared Favorably With 
Previous Years---Weather Was Ideal 


The eleventh annual fair of the 
Rocky Mt. House Agricultural Society 
was held at the Society's grounds on 
Monday and Tuesday, judging being 
started on Wednesday morning. The 
Fair was favored by fine weather this 
year, and there was probably an at- 
tendance of 700 or 800 people: last 
year the rains had put the roads in 
bad shape, and the attendance and ex- 
hibits were not up to the mark. The 
officers and directors had worked en- 
ergetically this year, and every year 
almost shows signs of improvements 
in the grounds, the new location of the 
Secretary's office at the gate contri- 
buting to more convenient business. 
With a new President and a new Sec- 
retary, with only one of the old offi- 
cers on deck, and hardly a villager on 
the Board of Directors—the 1923 offi- 
cers and directors have reason to be 
satisfied and proud of the result of 
the 1923 Fair, especially President Wm. 
Symonds and Secretary Jas. Horne. 
The Fair was held earlier than usual 
this year, and while it affected the ma-— 
turity of the vegetables and roots, yet 
the Fair was not so much affected by 
the harvesting work as if held a cou- 
ple of weeks or more later. There 
were no sideshows, but some exciting 
baseball and basketball contests and 
horse-racing furnished amusement 

Tnere was a-very fair showing of 
horses and cattle, Clydes predominat- 
ing in the horses and Shorthorn blood 
among the cattle. The agricultural 
and general purpose’ horse classes 
were good. Though sheep and swine 
Were not many, the poultry exhibit 
was creditable, the White Wyandottes 
being conspicuous. Berks and Durocs 
were shown among the pigs. There 
were four exhibits from the boys and 
girls for pen of spring chickens, and 
they made a strong class. The sheaf 
grain, roots and vegetables, as usual, 
were a fine exhibit. The sewing and 
cooking of the women and girls was 
also a splendid feature of the show in 
the plain and fancy work, in the .dom- 
estic produce, and Mrs. John Skene, 
whose services as judge each year in 
these departments are very highly ap- 
preciated, had her ability and experi- 
ence brought into full play, especially 
in the cooking. The showing of work 
from the schools was not so large as 
in previous years. The flowers made a 
nice showing.

Nearly four thousand men were 
recruited by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway agents in England for work 
in the harvest fields of the Cana- 
dian West. 


A sudden demand for wheat in 
Scandinavian markets has caused 
increased activity in the movement 
of grain through Vancouver. Four 
boats left with bulk wheat for ports 
of Norway and Sweden, marking the 
first direct grain shipments from 
the Canadian Pacific coast to Scan- 
dinavia. 


The rapid increase in the export 
butter trade of Saskatchewan dur- 
ing the past year or two has been 
the outstanding feature of the prov- 
incial dairy industry. Recently the 
Saskatchewan Co-operstive Cream- 
eries made a shipment of 25,000 lbs. 
of butter to China, 


The export of gold bullion, gold 
coin, and fine gold bars from Can- 
ada, except as deemed advisable by 
the Minister of Finance, and as 
licensed by him, is prohibited until 
July 1, 1924, by proclamation issued 
in the current issue of the Canada 
Gazette, 


_ Breaking all 1923 passenger traf- 

fic records, the Canadian Pacific 
S.S. “Metagama,” westbound from 
Glasgow via Belfast, docked re- 
cently at Quebec, and Montreal the 
Same evening, with a record number 
of 382 cabin and 1,078 third-class 
passengers, 


“There are hundreds of first class 
farm workers in Scotland anxious to 
come to Canada, and the finest ma- 
terial Canada could wish for, but 
their wages are sufficient to barely 
support them and they are unable to 
accumulate funds for the passage.” 
This is the opinion of Thomas 
Scotland, of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Colonization and Develop- 
ment office in Glasgow, who re- 
cently arrived in Canada with a 
party of Scotch immigrants bound 
for the western provinces. 


To J. K. L. Ross, director of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, goes the 
honor of catching the world’s record 
fish with rod and reel. At St, 
Ann’s Bay, N.S., he landed a tuna 
weighing 712 pounds; length, 9 feet 
2 inches; girth, 6 feet. Commander 
Ross used a Vom Hofe tuna rod and 
reel, No. 39 thread line, with 
mackerel for bait. His catch took 
three and a quarter hours to land. 


The world’s wheat crop this year 
is estimated at 3,318,000,000 bushels, 
as compared with 3,104,000,000 bush- 
els last year, an increase of 214,- 
000,000 bushels, according to fig- 
ures carefully compiled by the In- 
ternational Institute of Agriculture 
at Rome. The estimated shipments 
from supply countries of the world 
for this year is 690,000,000 bushels, 
of which Canada is expected to 
supply 290,000,000 bushels, or about 
one-third. 


Canadian trade with Australia is 
on the increase, according to re- 
turns made public by the Bureau of 
| Statistics. Canadian exports to 
Australia for the twelve months 
ending with June were $19,824,239 
as compared with $12,200,468 for 
the corresponding period ending 
June, 1922. Canada’s imports from 
| the Commonwealth have also in- 
‘creased. The imports from Aus- 
tralia for the last twelve months 
| were $1,545,829, as compared with 
$1,275,871 for the year previous.
